SCHOOL CRISIS ALREADY HERE. 
: The principal examinations of teachers in Missouri 
take place in March of each year. 

In 39 counties, including some of the oldest, most 
substantial counties of long-settled conditions, the 
applicants for certificates who presented themselves 
at the March examination in the year 1915 numbered 
2068. But in the March of three years later the num- 
ber had declined to 1511. In 1919 only 1217 presented 
themselves. This year only 932 presented them- 
selves. 

The 3386 schools of these 39 counties have an av- 
erage attendance of 113,108 pupils and require the 
services of 5178 teachers. Not all these counties are 
able at this time to estimate their probable short- 
age in teaching force. In a part of the 39 a short- 
age of 898 teachers is already indicated. 

These figures have been collected from the re- 
sponses to a questionnaire sent out to all the coun- 
| ties of the State by the Associated IndtfStries of Mis- 
souri. The approach of a crisis in the work of public 
education has been indicated by conditions of in- 
creasing gravity under which that work is carried 
on. These figures make it plain that the crisis is al- 
ready at hand. 

Persons now in the teaching corps are leaving by 
battalions, regiments, brigades. On the other hand, 
recruits for the corps are diminishing at a rate so 
alarming as to bring us to the vanishing point in re- 
plenishment within a few years. The teaching pro- 
fession is being depleted at both ends, and with al- 
most unbelievable rapidity. Applicants for certifi- 
cates numbering 2068 five years ago, but numbering 
only 932 now, tells a story that ought to arrest the 
anxious attention of every head of a family and every 
Missourian solicitous for the welfare of his State. 

Doubtless responses from the remaining 79 counties 
when available will further emphasize the somber les- 
son. Those now at hand do not leave even a twilight 
zone for doubt as.to the reason for the crisis. If 
qualified persons are refusing to enter the teaching 
profession and, having entered it, are refusing to 
remain, it is not becaug® the duties in other employ- 
ment are more attractive. Where the proper facili- 
ties of education are provided, teaching has a variety 
and unflagging interest, even a fascination, that are 
in contrast with the humdrum duties of many of the 
subordinate positions in commercial life. 

A famine exists in teacher supply and is becoming 
more gripping because other employment pays better. 

In these 89 counties the average salary of the bet- 
ter paid teachers in the foremost positions is only 
$1248 a year. Contrast that with the wages in the 
trades. The average of all teachers in the 39 is only 
$458 a year. What will Missouri do when schools out- 
number teachers two to one? That time may not be 
distant. 

Enable a teacher to earn a good living salary and 
the movement will turn in the other direction—wil] 
turn back to a satisfying, attractive profession, held 
in. honor at all times.

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FARRIS ON TAXATION. 


We @old ng-brief for Frank Farris’ candidacy for 
Governor; the line of defense against Mr. Farris’ past 
official record in the Legislature is too long to be held 
by @ newspaper or a party. But it is refreshing to 
bave Mr. Farris denouncing the iniquities of property 
assessments throughout the State and demanding 
that the tax system be changed, so that inequalities 
may be eliminated. He is well acquainted with State 
sentiment and his testimony that the lawless and 
unjust action of the State Board of Equalization, in 
sustaining inequalities, is not approved by the rural 
voters, is encouraging evidence of better conscience 
and more enlightened judgment on the part of the 
people. 

Mr. Farris favors the separation of State and local 
taxation, which would be a happy solution of the 
problem. It would supply the State with the funds it 
needs, without reference to the assessments of coun- 
ties and cities for local requirements. An amend- 
ment to the Constitution which provided for this 
system contained a classification clause which was| 
condemned as a step towards Single tax, was de- 
feated. It will require a constitutional arhendment, 
or a new Constitution, to obtain a sound tax Sys- 
tem. A new Constitution is needed to solvé other 
pressing problems that confront the State and 8t. 
Louis. ,

. ABUSES OF POWER WITHOUT APPEAL. 


Power has to be lodged in some governing agen- 
cies and it is wisely provided that legislative bodies 
in this country shall be the judge of the qualifications 
and election of their own members. , 

If this power was more narrowly restricted than 
it is at present, its use in justifiable cases might 
sometimes be hampered without rendering it any the 
less Hable to abuse when a disposition to resort to 
abuse of it is present. If the five Socialists com- 
prising the entire membership of that party in the 
New York Assembly were unworthy, it was nobody's 
business but that of the constituencies which, with a 
full knowledge of their record, elected them. Cer- 
tainly it was no business of the other ‘constituencies 
in the State, and of all persons, it was least the 
business of the Representatives in the Assembly of 
those other constituencies, whose only title to seats 
rested on precisely the same ground as.that on which 
the Socialists’ title to seats rested. 


| clalist Assemblymen through abuse of power, pre- 


tended to act under the prompting of patriotism and 
in furtherance of Americanism in no wise changes the 
quality of their act. Persons guilty of outrages like 
to pretend that they acted from exalted patriotism. 
In this case real patriotism and devotion to Amer- 
icanism would have prompted an entirely different 
course. 

The other Assembly districts in the State, through | 
their legislators, presumed to dictate the kind of 
men that should be elected in the districts that chose 
the Socialists. Having waited/until after election, | 
they are safe enough for the present. At least, no 
appeal lies to any other officlal authority. However, 
had men from those other districts gone into the 
Socialist districts and tried to dictate the choice of 
Assemblymen by voting or had they even attempted 
to vote, they would have been sent to jail. 

A precedent has been set that may plague its cre- 
ators. An appeal does lie to the people, who, irre- 
spective of the merits of specific cases, often show 
an intense desire to deliver smashing rebukes at 
impertinence and abuse of power on the part of those 
in official station.

The State Supreme Court’s decision with regard to 
picketing by labor unions, in the case of John E. 
Hughes, proprietor of a moving picture show at Kan- 
sas City, seems to be so sweeping that it practically 
debars labor unions from resorting to the practice. 
Four out of seven Judges decided to grant a per- 
manent injunction against picketing to the defend- 
ant. Following a recent decision of the United States 


may be unlawful although peaceable. There may be 
neither violence nor coercion, but any violation of 
the legal right of the plaintiff when contrived “for the 
purpose of inflicting damage, or having that as its 
necessary effect, is as plainly inhibited by the law as 
a breach of the peace.” . 

Judge Graves, in a concurring opinion, sets aside 
all question of free speech, calling it “a straw man,” 
wholly apart from the real issue, which is “whether 
@ man can run his own lawful business, or shall it be 
run for him by a local union.” 

The main point affirmed by the decision is not 
whether the picketing of a shop or business is peace- 
able, but whether it is intended to inflict or, in effect, 
whether intentional or not, it actually inflicts dam- 
age. 

It is difficult to see how picketing can be con- 
ducted without damaging the business against which | 
it is directed. The fact that damage may be inflict- 
ed, even by the most peaceable methods, would seem 
to be a bar to the use of this weapon by labor unions.

DEFAULTS IN PUBLIO DEBT. 
The report of the British council of foreign bond- 
holders, an unofficial organization of investors, re- 
veals a rather widespread condition of default as to 


Supreme Court, Judge Goode holds that picketing | 
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principal and interest of public debt on the part of 
American states and political subdivisions thereof. 
Thus Ecuador failed to pay interest on her externa) 
debt in 1919, and, as the result of co-operative meas- 
ures between British investors and the American In- 
vestment Bankers’ Association, Ecuador has been de- 
barred from obtaining further loans in either country 
until she has paid up. The State of Paraguay, it ap- 
pears, has taken some steps to meet her defaulted 
debt and is complimented in the report. The munici- 
pality of Buenos Aires is referred to as the chief 
offender in Argentina and as continuing in default 
of interest and sinking fund on her gold bonds of 1915 
and 1916. The State of Bahai, Brazil, has made an at- 
tempt to discharge her debts in treasury bills instead 
of in cash, which appears to be unsatisfactory to the 
security holders. Nothing is said of Mexico, where va- 
rious issues of bonds have been in default since 1914. 
There is a surprising reference in the report to 
the debt of the Southern stafes of the United States, 
with the comment that “it is indeed regrettable that 
these states of the nation whose credit leads the world, 
should allow their obligations to continue in default 
and refuse to listen to the appeals of their creditors.” 
This debt consists of obligations put out by the Con- 
federate Government during the Civil War and ab- 
sorbed in England under the belief that the separa- 
tion was complete and final. England had recog- 
nized the belligerency of the South and English sub- 
jects were free to lend their monet to either Gov- 
ernment. Practically, however, it was a gamble: if 
the Confederacy triumphed its debt would be valid: 
if it failed the parent Government was in no way 
liable. And the prices at which Confederate securi- 
ties were bought corresponded to this obvious risk. 
Not only were these securities rendered valueless 
by the collapse of the Confederacy, but by the four- 
teenth amendment to the Consitution, “Neither the 
United States nor any state shall assume or pay any 
debt or obligation incurred tn aid of insurrection or 
rebellion*against the United States, or any claim for 
the loss or emancipation of any slave: but all such 
debts, obligations and claims shall be held illegal and 
void.” Wherefore, the Southern states are forbidden 
to discharge these so-called debts. The holders na- 
turally would like to make good their.losses, but as 
claims they have no legal basis whatever. 
It is gratifying to note in the report that no Cen- 
tral American Government is in default. In Europe, 
Greece and Russia are giving the only cause for
